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(54) EXTERNAL PREPARATION 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain the subject external preparation 
effective against atopic dermatitis, having no skin 
irritation, excellent in stability and good in percutaneous 
absorptivity by blending a benzonitrile expressed by a 
specific formula and a surfactant therein. 
CONSTITUTION: This external preparation is 
constituted by blending (A) 0.05-1 0.Owt. % 3, 5-bis 
(acetoxyacetylamino)-4-chlorobenzonitrile expressed by 
the formula, and (B) a surfactant as a dissolving adjuvant 
for the ingredient (A) therein. Further, it is preferred that 
the ingredient (B) is one or more surfactants selected 
from any one of nonionic surfactants such as a 
polyoxyethylene fatty alcohol ether, a polyoxyethylene 
fatty acid ester and a sorbitan fatty acid ester, any one 
of anionic surfactants such as an alkyl sulfuric acid (salt} 
and a polyoxyethylene alkyl ether sulfuric acid (salt), and 
either of cationic surfactants such as benzalkonium 
chloride and benzethonium chloride. 
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
